Federation of L.ibor Ready to 
Aid Any Union In Fight for 
That Proposal. 

Philadelphia. — Tlio resolution which 
President Samuel Oompers. president 

111' the AmeriiiiM l''i'der;ition of K.-ibor 
Mttiu'keil in convention Monday as a 
declaration of war on the rflilroa<t 
brotherhoods and other unaffiliated con- 
ventions, and which was reeommended 
to till' I'oinniittec on ori;ani/.ation, was 
ntsaiu reported l^ies<lay iu modifled form 
:>nd adopted. 

Instead of instrurting the executive 
. uuncil to orfianixe unions in tliose or 
ganiTiations which refuso to affiliate 
with the federation, the resolution was 
■ mended so as to instruct the executive 
.■iiiiih il t.i •'iii\itc .'iiiil ur^c" iill unaf 
.ili:itc,|. uatioual and internatiooal 
'«< ':>^ to Join tho federation. 

The ainenilments to tho niddilic.l rc-o 
liition were defeated. One jirovided 
Ihat a eommittee of three be appointed 
to visit unatiiliated unions, and the 
other sought to insert in the Resolution 
tliiit only eligible unions be invited.
